Two Sailors Fight to Death on Board 
a Smack in the Charleston Har- 
bor—Two Sharp Knives.

John Gasparri, an Italian, and John Gon- 
salvez, a Portuguese, fought a duel to the 
death today aboard the filshing smack 
Leonora in this harbor.

The men fought with two knives ‘each, | 
and when the Portuguese dropped to the | 


floor he was cut to pieces. 


The Italian was als@ carved from head to 


foot, and ended his sufferings by drawing 
his knife across his own throat, almost 
severing his head. 


The duel was fought in the forward hold | 


of the vessel, a small space below the 


deck about six feet by five in dimension. | 


The men fought like tigers, and the whole 
vessel was covered with blood. 

Gasparri looked into the face of the offi- 
cer who boarded the vessel to arrest him 
and with a smile on his bloody face, drew 
his knife across his throat, falling stone 
dead almost at the feet of the officer. 

The bodies of the men presented a most 
ghastly sight. 

Gonsalvez was about twenty years of 
age, about five feet, six inches tall, well 
built but not as heavy as Gasparri. 

Gasparri was slightly shorter than Gon- 
salvez, and about fifty years of age. Gon- 
salvez was completely disemboweled and 
bore cuts about the head and arms. 

Gasparri's windpipe was completely sev- 
ered. He also bore a few cuts about his 
head and arm, which tended to prove that 
the men had been fighting, and that the 
killing of Gonsalvez was in self-defense. 

The bodies were sent to the morgue at 
the city hospital, and unless called for 
will be buried in tne potter's field.

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WELTERN UNION TO GIVE NEWS. | 


Bulletins of Two Conventions in St. 
Louis Will Be Sent Free. 


New York, July 17.—The Western Union 
Telegraph Company has arranged to send 
a free bulletin service over the country 
from the populist and bi-metallic conven- 
tions which meet in St. Louis next week, 
just as it did from the late republican and 
democratic conventions. 

It nas been learned that service of this 
kind costs the company for operating and 
delivery expense between $5,000 and $6,000 
per day, not to mentoin the extensive wire 
facilities required to perform it. 

The St. Louis and Chicago bulletins were 
sent to some 15,000 offices and were given 
to the press and the public free of cost.

“I feel that we shall be unable to keep you 
fully advised in regard to tariff issues, as 
we would like erdinarily to do. Lines rep- 
resented in vour association have attacked 
our interssts aid we shall defend them 
to the end.” 

That “fully advised’ contained the eva- 
sion to the commissioner's inquiry and the 
closing words, ‘‘we shall defend them (our 
inte-ests) to the end,” indicated the desper- 
ate spirit of the Seaboard. 

Mr. Haines Starts the Ball. 

Every raiiioad president or general mane 
ager of a railroad in the association re- 
ceived in his mail er by wire yesterday 
morning a copy of the following official 
notice, issued by the commissioner: 

‘The Southern States Freight Association 
—Olfice of the Commissioner. Atlanta, Ga., 
July 16, 1896—To Members of the Executive 
Board and Rate Committee of the South- 
ern States Freight Association—Gentlemen: 
The commissioner has this day wired Mr. 
kK. St. John, vice president of the Seabdoard 
Air-Line, as follows: 

"Il have just seen copies of joint freight 
tariffs Nos. M 76-28, both inclusive, ef- 
fective. July 17th, issued by the Seaboard 
Air-Line, greatly reducing the published 
rates of this association on classes and 
commodities from eastern and Virginia 
cities to association territory. Before tak- 
ing action on behalf of the association I 
hear that rates referred toe have been 
withdrawn. I would he obliged to you for 
immediate information by wire as to 
whether they will be put tn effect or not.’ 

“In the absence of a reply to this mes 
saze the commissioner has determined, fa 
accordance with the requirements of af- 
ticle 13 of the association agreement, to 
act upon the apparently authentic infor- 
mation that, because the steamship con- 
nections of the Seaboard Air-Line would 
not consent to apply its reduced tariffs 


from Boston, New York and Philadelphia, 
those tarisff have been withdrawn. and 
the reduction confined to rates from Bal- 
timore and Virginia cities. 

‘The commissioner has, therefore, pre- 
pared to take action pending the meeting 
of the executive board, called for the 2ist 
instant, by authorizing a reduction in the 
rates from Baltimore and Virginia cities 
to association territory similar to the re- 
duction made by the Seaboard Air-Line, 
and upon the request on an interested 
member he has determined also to make 


corresponding reductions from other east-

HOWARD GETS HIS SUPPORT 


Enthusiastic Commendation of Bryan 
from the Doctor. 


EXPLAINS HIS POSITION COMPLETELY 


Believes the Chicago Platform Is 
Right and Sincere in Every 
7 Proposition. 


Athens, Ga., July § 17.—(Special.)—When 
Hon. H. H. Carlton announced for con- 
gress independent of primary action, it 
Was charged by those unacquainted with 
his motives that he had bolted the demo- 


cratic party. 

But in a letter, patriotic, eloquent and 
convincing he refutes every insinuation 
made by those who have insisted that it 
was his intention to desert the party. He 
indorses the platform adopted at Chicago, 
is enthusiastic for Bryan and will work 
for the election of Hon. William Howard, 
instead of opposing him. - 

The letter is as follows: 

“To Editor of Athens Banner—Please 
allow me, through the columns of your 
paper, to say a word to the voters of the 
eighth congressional district. When first 
announcing my candidacy for. congress 
from this district I honestly believed, as 
did almost everybody else, that the admin- 
istration forces and followers, aided by 
the moneyed powers of the country, would 
succeed in capturing the Chicago conven- 
tion and force upon the democratic party 
the adoption of a platform favoring the 
single gold standard. This I could not nor 
never twould, under any circumstances. 
whatever, have agreed to abide by or sup- 
port. 

“For this and other reasons fully set 
forth in my letter of announcement, I de- 
clined to go into the primary elections 
of the district. With such convictions and 
derterminations no other course was left 
me as an honorable man but to refuse to 
enter into and abide by party arbitration. 
I was fully convinced that my chances of 
success would have been much better by 
submitting my candidacy to the primary 
election and nominating convention of the 
district, but had I gone into them I would 
have been bound by strict party fealty 
and every sense of honor to have accepted 
and abided by whatever the party did at 
the Chicago convention. I certainly would 
have done so, and have no patience with 
such disloyalty as would induce any one 
to go into a convention of his party, par- 
ticipate in its organization ard proceed- 
ings and then bolt therefrom because 
the action of the majority was not fully 
in accord with his particular views. 

“My course has subjected me to _ se- 
vere and extensive criticisms, and the 
charge of being an independent, a bolter. 
This has given me ve-:v little concern and 
I need only say in this connection that 
so far as the accusation charges me with 
having left the democratic party or being 
in the slightest degree untrue to what I 
conceive to be true, sound and genuine 
democratic principles, it is wholly unjust 
and untrue. 

Advocate of Silver’s Restoration. 

“T am and have always been, since the 
demonetization of silver by the republi- 
can party, an earnest and uncompromising 
advocate for its restoration to a free, un- 
limited and independent coinage along with 
gold at the legal ratio of 16 to 1. 

“The more I have studied the question 
and the longer I have observed the effects 
of the single gold standard upon the va- 
ried interests of our country, the more 
fully have I become convinced that the act 
of 1873 outlawing silver was the culmina- 
tion, the climax of that protective and 
centralistic legislation which is antagonis- 
tic to our free republican institutions, which 
has made our future financial policy an 
{ssue between protected capital and produc- 
tive industry, between favored classes and 
the toiling masses, and that alone through 
its repeal can the prosperity of our coun- 
try be restored and the continued happi- 
ness and liberty of our people be guaran- 
teed. 

“Thus believing, my course has been 
prompted by an honesty of purpose and pa- 
triotism and with a thorough conviction 
as to what was the most honorable course 
for me to pursue and I have no regrets or 
apologies to offer. 

“Being still guided by the same rule of 
action, may God forbid that any ambition 
of mine should ever cause me to surrender 
principle to mere party allegiance, or to 
antagonize that which is to the best in- 
terest of an outraged and oppressed peo- 
ple. Let critisim be visited upon me; let 
defeat come a thosuand times over; let 
everlasting retirementibe my portion, but 
never will I surrender my honest convic- 
tidns as to what is right and just to my 
people and my country and honorable to 
me as a man. 

Enthusiastically Indorses Bryan. 

“And now that the true democracy in 
convention assembled at Chicago has, con- 
trary to my first expectations, routed the 
goldbugs, horse, foot and dragoon, adopted

which I have so long ‘nd so earnestly

War Covers Eastern Territory. 

“Eastern points’ means New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia and interior cities as 
well as Baltimore. So the war is on all 
through the east and north into southern 
territory right now. Nominally the roads 
are required by law to file copies of their 
reduced rate sheets with the interstate 
commission three days before the rates 
are to go into effect. The practice, 
though, is to begin cutting as soon as you 
can find out what the authorized rate is. 
Some soliciting agents are not very parti- 
cular about knowing the exact figures 
either. 

The closing paragraph in the commis- 
Sioner’s letter to members of the executive 
board calls attention to a clause in the 
association agreengent prohibiting any 
time contracts being made “even at 
authorized rates without the authority of 
the commissioner.” This was inserted in 
remembrance of the Central’s smart trick 
of makirg three-months contracts in the 
last war. 

One thing which is noticeable in this 
fight is the listlessness of the soliciting 
men. They want to cut when any other 
road starts-in, but they are not talking as 
though they intended to paralyze them-

Board Meets Tuesday. 

Next Tuesday the executive board meets 
here, Then Colonel Haines turns over the 
situation to the hands of the presidents 
and general managers or their representa- 
tives. They can do with it as they please. 
The commissioner believes in ‘‘protecting’”’ 
the lines in the association. He said yes- 
terday that he rather expected to-see the 
western. rates come tumbling down too. 
Rates are like a row of bricks standing on 
end. Knock one down and all the rest 
follow. General demoralization is almost 
inevitable. The Seaboard wants certain 
things and its representatives declare that 
they intend to get what they want or make 
the responsible parties suffer. If innocent 
parties suffer, it is no more than the Sea- 
board’s lot has been. The immediate 
cause of the war is the action of the South- 
ern in putting an opposition line on the 
Chesapeake bay between Baltimore and 
Portsmouth, competing with the old es- 
tablished Bay Line. The Southern had the 
right to put on the line, of course. Mr. St. 
John's point is that the line was estab- 
lished to cripple the Seaboard. But there 
is more than that behind this fight. 

The Seaboard’s Difficulties. 

The Seaboard wants through car service 
over the Atlanta and West Point from At- 
lanta to Montgomery and over the Louis- 
ville and Nashville on to New Orleans. It 


‘also wants through car service over the 


Pennsylvania through Washington to New 
York. It claims that it is shut out at 
both ends through the influence or the 
domination of the Southern railway. Mr. 
St. John says that the Southern threaténs 
the Atlanta and West Point here by de- 
claring that it will send its through pas- 
senger trains between Washington and 
New Orleans by way of Birmingham and 
Meridian if through car service is extended 
to the Seaboard by the West Point road. 
He charges that similar threats are made 
to the Pennsylvania road at Washington, 
the Southern being in a positon to divert 
its business to the Baltimore and Ohio 
there and the latter road is very anxious 
to get some of. the Southern’s business and 
is negotiating for it right now. 

Mr, St. John's position as stated to a 
representative of The Portsmouth Star is 
given in another column. 

Passenger Rates Cut. 

The’ Seaboard’s cut passenger rates went 
on yesterday and the noon train carried 
out a large crowd. 

The Southern shows no sign of meeting 
the cut although it is only $15 to New 
York by the Seaboard, against $24 by the 
Southern. Last year the Southern main- 
tained its rates for 100 days during a war 
on the part of the Seaboard.

It is generally un- 
derstood, however, that Mr. Ellerbe is the 
administration candidate. 

State Senator Harrison, the third candi- 
date for governor, today sprang something 
new on the dispensary. He is making his 
campaign mainly on the dispensary issue, 
advocating the abolishment of state con- 
trol of that institution and that every coun- 
ty take charge of its own dispensary. 

He had, as a committee from the senate, 
examined the books of the state treasurer 
and comptroller general last winter. He 
found the dispensary made deposits of 
ten and fifteen thousand dollars some days, 
but immediately drew all out again. The 
state had been promised half a million a 
year from the dispensary, but in three 
years had got only the fifty thousand it 
advanced to it. The history of the 
state showed it had lost money in 
every business it had ever engaged 
in. He suggested that every coun- 
ty handle its own liquor and have revenue 
stamps for small quantities to the agegre- 
gate of 82 cents a gallon. 

He figures out an enormous revenue from

RALLY AT LAGRANGE 


Colonel Dunson, Gold Man, Makes a 
Remarkable Statement. 


QUOTES SECRETARY SMITH 


Says the Cabinet Officer Swore To 
Abide Party Results. 


DUNSON DEMANDS THAT HE 00 IT 


Resolutions Indorsing the Chicago 
Platform and Bryan and Sewall 
Were Adopted. 


LaGrange, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)—A 
democratic rally was held here tonight in 
the courthouse for the purpose of indors- 
ing the nominees of the recent democratic 
convention at Chicago. Mr. O. G. Cox, 
chairman of the county democratic execu- 
tive committee, called the meeting to order 
and presided throughout its deliberations. 

Judge F. M. Longley addressed the meet- 
ing and heartily indorsed both the platform 
and nominations. At the conclusion of his 
speech he submitted the following resolu- 
tion, which was unanimously adopted: 

‘Resolved, That we do hereby indorse 
the platform of the national democratic 
party, recently adopted at Chicago. The 
principles therein set forth embody the very 
soul and spirit of the doctrines of the party 
as formulated by Jefferson, Madison, Jack- 
son and others, and we do zealously and 
warmly ratify the action of said conven- 
tion in naming as the candidates of the 
party that sterling, patriotic and wise 
young statesman, W. J. Bryan, of Nebras- 
ka, as the second Jackson who will be the 
president of all the people of this great 
country.” 

Enthusiastic speeches were also made by 
Colonel B. G. Swanson, Hon. Thomas A. 
AtKinson, Judge W. W. Turner, Colonel E. 
T. Moon and Colonel Joseph E. Dunson. 

Colonel Dunson is a goldbug but a demo- 
crat first and will cheerfully and heartily 
Support the nominees. In his remarks he 
said: 

“The leader of the goldbugs in the stat@ 
of Georgia swore in this courthouse that 
he would support the nominee, whoever 
the convention might name, and that he 
has to do, or get out of the party.”

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KANSAS INSTRUCTS FOR BRYAN. 


Silver Party Men, Once Republicans, 
Go to St. Louis That Way. 


Topeka, Kans., July 17.—The American 
silver party state convention, composed of 
over 300 delegates representing four-fifths 
of the counties in the state, yesterday af- 
ternoon elected sixty delegates to the 
national silver convention at St. Louis, 
and instructed them to vote as a unit for 
William J. Bryan for president. The re- 
publicans were in full control of tbe con- 
vention, comparatively few of the dele- 
gates being either populists or democrats. 

Of the eleven delegates at large, all were 
republicans up to the time of the republi- 
can national convntion except three. Of 
the forty-nine districts all but fifteen are 
republican. The _ resolutions commended 
Senator Teller and his associates for bolt- 
ing the republican national convention, and 
instructed the delegates to the national 
convention to confer and act with bolting 
republicans in an endeavor to solidify all 
free silver torces. 


MICHIGAN SILVER MEN MEET. 


Delegates at Large Are Elected ¢o the 
St. Louis Convention. 

Lansing, Mich., July 17.—The state silver 
convention met here yesterday. A number 
of gentlemen made ardent silver speeches, 

The report of the committee on resolu- 
tions declared against the gold standard as 
producing a stagnation of industry; the 
heaping up of economic interest charges on 
the government; the issuing of bonds in 
times of peace; the heaping up of wealth 
in the hands of a few; the impoverishment 
of the people; the increase of taxes, and the 
Obligations of debtors, and concludes as 
follows: 

“Therefore, We, the bimetallists of Mich- 
igan, in convention assembled, hereby re- 
solve that we favor the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold at the ratio of 


-16 to 1 as it existed previous to 1873, by the 


United States, indepéndent of any other 
nation, and all money minted or published 
by the government to be a full legal tender 
in payment of all debts, both public and 
private, the government to exercise the 
option to’ redeem its obligations in either 
silver or gold, as may be most conven- 
ient. 

‘We also favor the passing of a law that 
will prohibit the making of contracts that 
discriminate against any money published 
by the government.”’ 

The committee on permanent organiza- 
tion recommefided the adoption of the 
name of the union silver party, called for 
appointment of a state central committee 
and an executive committee of four mem- 
bers, the latter to consist of members who 
had formerly acted with the democrats, re- 
penne. populists and prohibition par- 

es. 

The state central committee was tnstrut- 
ed to confer with the democratic and pop- 
ulist parties relative to taking united ac- 
tion on nominations for state, legislative 
and county tickets. Delegates at large to 
the convention at St. Louis were elected.

On His Way Home. 

St. Josephs, Mo., July 17.-When Mr. 
Bryan reached the union station in Kansas 
City he found a large crowd assembled. 
They cheered lustily ag he appeared in re- 
sponse to cries for a speech. He stepped 
to the rear platform of the car and said: 

“We are going west in a few minutes, 
and with your kind assistance will go east 
next year."’ 

This caused laughter, followed by cheer- 
ing as the train moved off. 

Heavy rain had fallen during the morn- 
ing, and the clouds began to pour forth 
their contents before tne train reached the 
open prairie beyond Kansas City. The air 
was cold, and gave an uncomfortable feel- 
ing to the thinly clad members of the par- 
ty whose experience in the sweltering heat 
of Salem had made them expect anything 
but a drop in the temperature. 

At East Leavenworth and Weston crowds 
of people were waiting in the pouring rain 
to see Mr. Bryan, The train only stop- 
ped a minute at each place, and Mr. Bry- 
an bowed to the crowd from the rear of 
the car. 

At Armour Mr. Bryan shook hands with 
a hundred or more people, and Mrs. Bryan 
was bowed down under the load of water 
lilies heaped upon her by admirers of her 
husband. 

The train arrived at St. Joseph at 12:30 
o'clock. The station platform was packed 
with people as the train drew in. They 
swarmed around a temporary platform that 
had been erected near the track, on which 
the train stood, and shouted enthusiastical- 
ly as Mr. Bryan appeared. 

Mr. Bryan wag introduced by Calvin 
Burns, president of a national bank, and 
made an address which was frequently in- 
terrupted by cheers. The train left the 
station at 1:05 o’clock, followed by more 
cheering. 

Welcomed Into His Own State. 

A royal welcome to his own state was 
given Mr. Bryan. The first town after 
crossing the Missouri into Nebraska was 
Rule. As the train came to a standstill, 
three score of men rushed forward and be- 
gan firing shotguns and rifles. Then a 
band struck up an air of welcome. 

When Mr. Bryan appeared on the plat- 
form a great shout went up from the crowd. 
Then there was a rush for the train, and 
in a minute the nominee was in a maelstrom 
of wildly excited and enthusiastic residents 
of Rule. A woman rushed up with a baby 
in her arms and managed to say that the 
youngster was William Jennings Bryan 
Jones. Men pushed forward and said: ‘God 
bless you!’ and wemen struggled for a 
handshake. 

At Falls City nearly 500 Nebraskans were 
gathered at the little depot to meet Mr. 
Bryan, and when he appeared on the plat- 
form of the car he was greeted with cheers 
of welcome. 

After shaking hands with a large number, 
Mr. Bryan said he was glad to see so many 
of Nebraska's citizens present. He wanted 
the newspaper men on the train to look into 
faces and carry the news to the east that 
the people of Nebraska can be trusted with 
the government. 

The whole population appeared to have 
turned out at Humboldt and Table Rock, 
and Mrs. Bryan was deluged with flowers. 
At Table Rock anvil salutes assisted the 
great audience in giving vent to its enthu- 
siasm, and Mr. Bryan made a short speech 
of thanks. The reception committee from 
Lincoln joined the train at Table Rock. A 
delegation from the Lincoln Sorosis also 
greeted Mrs. Bryan there. 

At Elk City and Tecumseh. 

Elk City and its cheering crowd and 
Tecumseh turned out, 600 people strong,with 
a brass band, which boarded the train and 
accompanied it to Lincoln. Just after leav- 
ing Tecumseh Mr. Bryan announced that 
it had been finally determined that the 
official notification of his nomination should 
take place in New York. He said the date 
had not been fixed, but it would probably 
be arranged to have the demonstration 
during the first week in August. 

People poured into the train at several 
stations and rode short distances, the bet- 
ter to get a view of the nominee. Many 
ladies in addition to the Sorosis contingent 
were in the Lincoln party that joined the 
train at Tecumseh, and as nearly all were 
friends of Mrs. Bryan, things began to 
assume quite a home-like air. 

A knot of people cheered at Smartville as 
the train whirled past, and at Sterling, 
where a stop of a minute was,.made, those 
assembled gave three cheers and a tiger.

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TEACHERS AT WORK| 


Many Papers Were Read and Several 
Resolutions Adopted. 


COLUMBUS BOY WINS A PRIZE 


It Is Recommended That the School 
Tax Be Made Three Dollars In- 
stead of One. 


Cumberland Island. July 17.—(Special.)— 
In point of interest, hard work and results 
attained, this is the most successful meet- 
ing of teachers ever held, and as the end 
of the week approaches the interest in- 
creases. The papers read and the discus- 
sions on the various subjects pertaining 
to the public school system of the state 
all point to the securing of more money 
for the public schools, better teachers and 
better schoolhouses for the rural schools. 

State ‘School Commissfoner Glenn has 
succeeded in arousing great interest among 
the teachers here, as well as ameng the 
people throughout the state. His, address 
last night on this subject was a splendid 
effort. Through the efforts of Professor D. 
C. Barrow and W. D. Hooper, of the State 
university, a conference between the rep- 
resentatives of the high schools of the state 
and the universities was held. 

President P. D. Pollock, of Mercer, was 
ele:tod chairman. The object of the con- 
ference was to reach an agreement be- 
tween these two classes of institutions 
so that pupils from the high schools would 
be prepared for the freshman class in the 
university. After much discussion, the or- 
ganization ‘asked the universities to fix a 
common standard required for admission 
into these institutions and the high schools 
agreed to come up to that standard. 

Professor Barrow said incalculable good 
would be the outcome,of the conference. 


Buhler Won the Contest. 

One of the most interesting events of this 
session of the association was the ora- 
torical contest between representatives 
from the various high schools of the state. 
The prize was a gold medal. The contest 
was a spirited one, engaged in by a num- 
ber of boys and young men. The medal 
was awarded to the youngest speaker, Mr. 
J. 8. Buhler, of the Columbus High school. 

This morning County School Commis- 
sioner George M. Napier, of Walton coun- 
ty, delivered an address. His subject was 
“County Boards ‘of Education; Their Qual- 
ifications and Duties.” 

When he had finished Hon. G. R. Glenn, 
state school commissioner, asked the con- 
vention to request a copy of the speech. 
Commissioner Glenn will publish the ad- 
dress in pamphlet form and scatter it 
through the state. : ' 

To Increase the School Tax. 

The county school commissioners yester- 
day afternoon perfected a permanent or- 
ganization to’ be known as the County 
School Commissioners’. Association, with 
G. R. Glenn as president ex-officio and Ma- 
jor R. J. Guinn, of Fulton county, secre- 
tary. The commissioners are banding 
themselves together for the purpose of im- 
proving the rural schools. 

The commissioners, by resolution, recom- 
mend to the legislature a change in the 
state constitution so as to provide that the 
poll tax, which goes to the public school 
fund, shall be $3 ‘mstead of $1 as at pres- 
ent. Another recommendation to-the legis- 
lature is that the law with reference to 
county taxation be so amended as to fre- 
quire the county authorities to supplement 
the state school fund by local taxation 
when the same shall be asked by fifty or 
more freeholders. The present law re- 
quires this to be done when it is recom- 
mended by two successive grand juries. 

The county commissioners decided to 
meet next year at Hawkinsville during the 
first week in May. This will in -nowise 
conflict with the annual meeting of the 
Georgia Teachers’ Association,

Pcpulist and Silver Party Delegates 


Moving to St. Louis. 

St. Louis, July 17.—The populists are 
highly pleased over the withdrawal of C. 
A. Windle, of Fairbury, Ill, nominee of 
the prohibition party for lieutenant gov- 
ernor of that state. 

Mr. Windle withdraws his name in order 
that he might come out for Bryan and the 
Chicago platform, 

Among late arrivals are R. A. South- 
worth and George C. Hackstaff, two ‘‘mid- 
die of the road”’ populists from Colorado. 
Mr. Southworth is national secretary of 
the Farmers’ Alliance. The gentlemen have 
opened an anti-Bryan headquarters at 
Hotel Barnum, 

On the other hand, Colonel: Bailey, of 
Oklahoma, opened his Bryan boom yester- 
day by swinging an Oklahoma Bryan ban- 
ner to the breeze in front of the Lindell 
hotel. Colonel Bailey says he will have 
several hundred Bryan banners next Mon- 
day from Oklahoma and Kansas. The 
colonel is a veteran campaigner. He man- 
aged Jerry Simpson's candidacies for, con- 
gress under the republican landslide of 
1894, which buried the Kansas statesman 
out of sight. 

Sergeant-at-Arms McDowell has made ar- 
rangements with the St. Louis police to 
furnish men to take care of the crowds 
at the convention hall. 

Mr. M. F. Down, of St.. Louis, is to serve 
as sergeant-at-arms of the silver party 
convention to be held at Music Hall next 
week. He received his appointment yester- 
day from Dr. J. J. Mott, chairnran of the 
national committee. Mr. Dowd will pro- 
ceed at once to organize a corps of as- 
sistants. He is going to have fifty door- 
keepers, the same number of assistant 
sergeants-at-arms, twenty-five ushers and 
about as many pages and messengers. 

“The silver party convention is going to 
be a big affair,’’ said Mr. Dowd this morn- 
ing. ‘“‘Senator Teller will be here, and so 
will several hundred other Colorado silver 
men. Missouri, Arkansas, Nebraska, Min- 
nesota, Idaho, Montana and a number of 
other western states will send full delega- 
tions.”’

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BUSINESS STILL SLUGGISR: 


Bradstreet’s and Dun & Co. Say the 
Situation Is as Yet Unsettled 
and Decidedly Dull. :

New York, July 17.—Bradstreet’s tormor- 


r will say: ’ 
“Nearly all general merchandise markets 
continue dull and the volume of business 
is smaller than anticipated. Little or, no 
disposition is shown to engage in new en- 
terprises, both city and country merchants 
continuing to purchase with more than 
usual conservatism, in view of the ‘/un- 
settled financial outlook and the low range 


of prices. : 

Bank clearings amount to $955,000,000 * for 
the week, 3 per cent less than last week. 
This is a decrease from the corresponding 
total in July, 1895, of 7 per cent. The more 
important decreases in prices for staples 
this week are for iron, steel, petroleum, 
cotton, lard and coffee. Total number of 
business failures in the United States this 
week shows an unexpected increase, 205 
compgred with 219 last week. When ¢on- 
trast with the corresponding week in 
1895 the increase during the past six busi- 


ness days is 41. 

Stock speculation at New York is dull 
and prices are slightly better after exten- 
sive liquidations and bear selling. The re- 
duction of the treasury gold reserve by 
specie exports a gold hoarding to below 
$95,000,000 was efféctive in creating the 
decline. Among more favorable features @ 
relatively encouraging report concerning 
trade at nine business centers, together 
with an improvement in quotations : for 
wheat, indian corn, oats and pork, and 
firm or unchanged prices for wool, sugar, 
lumber, leather and print cloths. Baltimore 
reports various jobbing lines doing well, 
but (as at St. Paul) with a tendency to 
defer placing orders until after election. 
Chicago and St. Louis agree that sales for 
fall delivery will not equal the record for 
1895. Rains have improved crop prospects 
in Washington. The week has been mark- 
ed at San Francisco by the departure of a 
train load of fruit for London, a cargo of 
wheat for Australia and two ships loaded 
with lumber for Europe. Crop prospects 
in Louisiana and in Texas have impreved 
particularly with reference: to cotten, and 
country merchants are reported enc®ur- 
aged. Sales of dry goods and notions at 
Atlanta are about an average; of shoes, 
heavier than in 1895, and the distribution 
of groceries more active.’’ 


R. G. Dun & Co. 

New York, July 17.—R. G. Dun & Co. 
will say tomorrow, in their weekly review 
of trade: * 

“Failures for the week have been 269 in 
the United ‘States against 256 last year, 
35 in Canada, against 39 last year. Disap- 
proval of the action at the Chicago conven- 
tion has had some influence in the mar- 
Kets the past week, but a far more impor- 
tant factor has been the feeling that ‘the 
future is stidl uncertain. 

“This acute attack of doubt, coming at a 
time when business is for other reasons se- 
riously depressed, has made the week un- 
usually gloomy in speculative circles. The 
average price of political active railroad 
stocks has declined from $47.22 to $44.76. per 
shace and the average of trust stocks from 
$47.30 to $44.48 per share. Cotton has fallen 
about 4c. in options and \%c, in spot prices, 
because the men who were sure there would 
be a cotton famine in July and have heen 
holding large quantities of cotton in expec- 
tation of higher prices have changed their 
minds. 

“The closing of about three-quarters of 
the southern mills in producing capacity 
and about half of the northern mills Ar 
part of the time until the new crop comes 
forward will help to prevent a disastrous 
decline in prices of goods, but if accownts 
of condition are not misleading and the 
general rains in Texas have helped :the 
crop as much as many believe, the yiebi is 
likely to be more than 9,000,000 bales. "The 
decrease in consumption here is not as‘ yet 
effective in helping the prices of cotton 
goods, which are still selling at about the 
lowest quotations ever made. The wedlen 
manufacture ‘s waiting and as new orders 
are exceedingly slow, the sales of wool at 
the three chief markets were for the week 
Only 2,155,100 pounds, transactions sat Ros- 
ton being reported the lowest ever known 
at that market. 

“The output of pig iron July Ist was iS80,- 
oJ2 tons weekly, against 182,220 June Ist, and 
171,194 tons a year ago. The decrease since

‘But 
in bars the combinations have found th»m- 
selves unable to maintain prices and there 
are renewed reports that the great decrvase 
in sales of nails will force a reduction of 
prices August Ist. Bessemer pig has ‘not 
changed in nominal quotations at Pitts- 
burg, although one sale of 10,000 tond to 
an Indianapolis concern is reported at 
prices netting only $11 to the valley fur- 
nace. ; 

“Grey forye has been sold at a _ price 
equivalent t® $9.75 at Pittsburg. The aver- 
age of iron and steel prices is lowest since 
a year ago. The manufacture of boots and 
shoes is weakening under the effort to: se- 
cure an advance in price, although most of 
the works have orders for some time 
ahead. But the demand is very light fand 
nearly all the shops would have to cloge if 
dependent upon new orders.

When the boy orator, William Pitt, tne 
most fervent and eloquent friend of Amer- 
ica in the English house of commons, 
pleaded his cause, he was assailed by Sir 
Robert Walpole on account of his youth. 
This brought out in reply a torrent of 


. stinging invective that has ever been hed 


as a model of caustic oratory. Pitt, though 
a young man, was the prophet statesman 
of his time. In this enlightened age we 
have this same charge brought against 
the Hon. William J. Bryan, that he is “too 
young.” Man should not be measured by 
his years, but his knowvedge. Burns, be- 
fore he was twenty-seven, had written his 
Cottar’s Saturday Night, and its melody 
is renowned in Scotland as nature's aeolian 
barp which hangs unseen on her | ills. 

Before Thomas Moore was thirty-five he 
had written his Irish Melodies, and at that 
age his Lalla Rookh had been transiated 
into the Persian tongue and was warbled 
at night by Persian damsels in the streets 
of Ispahan. 

Milton made himself immortal by writ- 
inz his Mask of Comus at twenty-five. 
Pope wrote his Essay on Criticism before 
he was twenty, and before he was thirty- 
two he had launched on the world of let- 
ters his Translation of the liad. 

Macpherson at the age of twenty-four 
had produced the famous puems cf Os- 
isian. 
| Gray won for himself a crown of im- 
jmortality by writing the Elegy in a Coun- 
itry Churchyard at the age of thirty-four. 

Paul Brinsly Sheridan had written The 
School for Scandal at twenty-six, and at 
thirty-seven had proved himself the mas- 
ter of forensic eloquence in the trial of 
Warren Hastings, of which speech Fox 
declared that ‘“‘all he had ever heard, all 
that he had ever read, when compared 
to it, dwindled into nothing and vanished 
like vapor before the sun.”’ 

At thirty-four Walter Scott had written 
his great poem, The Lay of the Last 
Minstrel. Before Campbell was twenty- 
two he had charmed the world with his 
Pleasures of Flope, and Macaulay, before 
he was thirty, had written those wondertul 
essays which’ will forever be classic in 
our language. and Napoleon Bonaparte at 
the age of thirty-five had extorted frem 
the pope fifteen millions of dollars, and the 
eagles of France kept guard over Italy. 
Before he was thirty-one he had ‘ought 
the Turks at the base of the Pyramids, 
and had added Marengo to his list of vic- 
tories. 

These are encouraging facts to those of 
us who follow the ‘‘Boy Orator’’ from Ne- 
braska. Having served two terms in con- 
gress and having taken a front place on 
all legislative questions and always aaving 
shown himself as wise in counsel as he is 
brilliant in oratory, we should certainly 
forgive his youth. As an evidence of his 
breadth of heart, as well as mind, we give 
the closing words of his speech on tariff 
in congress in January, 1894: “These gene 
tlemen from the south, sir, who ‘peak tor 
union and fraternal love, and the mes 
of the north who echo their sentiments, 
reflect the wishes of the people of rhis 
country far more accurately than the po- 
litical vocanoes which break into active 
eruption every two years. | welcome these 
sons of the south, and gladly join them in 
every work which has for its object equal- 
ity, freeiom and justice. And I rejoice 
thaL the people of these once estranged 
sections are prepared to celebrate the com- 
plete reunion of north and seuth, so beau- 
‘tifully described by the poetess when she 
says: 

**Together,’' shouts Niagara his thunder- 
toned decree, 

*“Together,’" echo back the waves on the 
Mexico sea; 

‘‘Together,”’ sing the sylvan hills where 
old Atlantic roars: 

*‘Together,’’ boom the breakers on the mild 
Pacific shores:

He Did Not Speak Against the Slayer 
of His Son—Governor’s Decis- 
ion Reserved.

The fate of Arthur Hanye now rests with 
Governor Atkinson. 

A plea for commutation of his sentence 
was made yesterday. The. governor re- 
served his decision. He will read the record 
of the case and make investigation before 
acting. 

The attorneys for Hanye appeared before 
the ‘governor and presented formal petition 
in behalf of the condemned man. The paper 
reviewed the case from the first to last, 
and set forth the reasons for asking for a 
commutation of the sentence. A big peti- 
tion containing the names of 3,000 citizeus 
asking for executive clemency for Hanye 
‘was presented to the governor. 

Mr. H. D. Spinks, the father of Will 
Spinks, for whose murder Hanye was sen- 
tenced to death, was present at the hearing. 
He sat through the hearing without speak- 
ing, and said fothing for or against the 
slayer of his Not one word was 
spoken for the state, no one opposing the 
plea for mercy for Hanye. It is understood 
that Mr. Spinks has asked the governor to 
refuse the application for commutation. 

Solicitor General Charles D. Hill, who 
prosecuted Haajye, was present at the hear- 
ing at the fequest of Governor Atkinson, 
but he said nothing in behalf of the state. 
He said afterwards that he.Was present 
only to answer questions of the governor, 
and that because none were asked, he, of 
course, had nothing to say. 

But Mr. Hill was in. conference with the 
govérnor before the hearing begun. Mr. 
Hill declined to express an opinion on the 
case after the hearing. When asked if he 
would favor a commutation of the sentence 
of Hanye, he declined to answer. 

Just before the hearing begun Miss Esther 
Cook, the aged aunt of Hanye, called on 
the governor and pleaded for the life of her 
protege. Her words were simple, but earn- 
est, and she spoke them with a deep con- 
viction that the life of Arthur Hanye should 
be spared. She is gray and stooped, and 
in pleading before the governor she was 
given the closest attention. 

Cclonel Austin’s Plea for Hanye. 
Messrs. Austin & Park, attorneys for 
Hanye, addressed the governor in behalf 
of their client. They presented a batch 
of papers and affidavits in the case and 
argued the law and evidence in the case, 
Roth asked for mercy for H&Anye on the 
ground that his crime did not merit the 
full penalty of the law. 

“Tt is the policy of the state to tempor 
justice with merey,’’ began Colonel Aus- 
tin. “Juries are given the power to rec- 
ommend a prisoner to the mercy of the 
court: when the evidence before them 
shows the absence of willful intent to 
murder. In this case we say that there 
are mitigating circumsances even when the 
evidence is considered in the most unfav- 
orable light for our client. There was 
certainly no intention in the mind of Han- 
ye to kill Spinks. 

“Hanye and Spinks were lifelong friends. 
They were barefocted boys together and 
never had any trouble. The very day pe- 
fpre the trigedy the two young men met 
in the Kimball house and they exchanged 
There was no malice 
or ill-will between them and no spirit 
which could possibly have suggested en- 
mity. Hanyeé had no idea of killing his 
best friend in that saloon that day and 
if he did strike That fatal blow it was in 
the heat of passion and hot blood. It is 
shown here that Hanye is of an iinpul- 
sive, nervous temperament, andl when he 
was slapped in the face by Spinks he might 
have lost entire control of himself. Hanye 
had apologized to Spinks and when the 
latter struck him it is no wonder that 
Hanye lost his temper. 

“It was the contention of the defense 
that Hanye did not deliberately drive his 
knife in the head of his friend, but that 
in falling to the floor in a struggle Spinks 
fell on the knife in Hanye’s hand. There 
was no evidence, to substantiate the claim 
that Hanye could have driven that

knife through the thick skull of a man. 
We admit that there was a scuffle, an 
exchange of blows and a struggle on the 
floor, but, if it please your excellency, in 
this whole case there has never been one 
single white man who testified that Han- 
ye struck Spinks with that knife. 

“When Arthur Hanye walked up to 
Spinks and called him what he did, there 
Was no thought in Hanye’s mind that 
Spinks would take offense. The boys had 
long been accustomed to calling each oth- 
er by that epithet and they never got mad 
about it. It was a common expression 
among the boys, and I have here affidav- 
its from five or six of Spinks’s and Hanye’s 
intimate friends and associates showing 
that the boys always talked roughly to 
@ach other. . 

“We respectfully contend that there was 
no malice, no deliberation, no ill-will and 
No unfriendliness toward Spinks on the 
part of Hanye when he met his friend in 
the barroom. That nervous disposition of 
Hanye’s caused him to become excited and 
deeply aroused when Spinks struck him 
in the face. It was the resentment of @ 
heated outburst of passion, and if Hanye 
struck that blow it was done in hot blood, 
without thought of the consequences. There 
Was no design and no premeditation. Han- 
ye struck Spinks in blind fury. It was 
haphazard and uncontrollable. 

“We only ask for mercy, your excellen- 
cy, and we tink that there are circum-

It is probable that the next legislature 
will be asked to make an appropriation to 
defray the expenses of a Georgia exhibit 
at the Tennessee Centennial to be held in 
Nashville next year. 

A Centennial commission was appointed 
by Governor Atkinson three days ago, 
and when the comnarission takes the matice 
up every effort will be made to get an ap- 
propriation from the legislature. The line 
of the work has not been mapped out. No 
meeting of the commission has yet been 
called. 

Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, state agricultural 
commissioner, who is a member of the 
state commission appointed by the gcvern- 
or, was seen yesterday and when asked 
about the matter said that nothing had 
been done.

| BIEDLER HEARD FROM 


Explains the Transaction with the 
Eden Park Mills, 


DIDN’T KNOW THE COMPANY 


And Says That Colonel Joe James 
Was Aware That He Was Acting 
Without Information. 


Mr. Ashby L. Biedler, who was a mem- 


pver of the firm of Price & Biedler, which 


figured 'n the courts with reference to the 
Eden Park mills insurance, has written a 
full statement of his side of the case to 
The Constitution. 

Mr. Biedler is now residing in north Geor- 
gia. He went there after dissolving part- 
nership with Mr. Herbert Price some 
months ago. When the Eden Park mills 
were burned about eight weeks ago Colo- 
nel James applied for the amount of the 
insurance, $25,000, only to find it worthless. 
He never collected the money and a kick 
was made through the comptroller gen- 
eral’s office. The result was quite a stir. 

Mr. Herbert Price was arrested for violat- 
ing the Venable insurance law. Mr. 
Price’s friends were vehement in their 
protestations that he had done nothing 
which could be censured. 

Mr. Biedler has sent the following card 
to The Constitution with reference to the 
matter: 

“Editor Constitution—An acquaintance 
in Atlanta has sent me clippings from 
your columns of the Ist and 2d instant, 
which do me serious injustice. 

“In the first place, my business address 
is, as above state®, No. 46 Cedar street, 
New York city, in which city I live at 27 
East 127th street. 

“Second, I left Atlanta simply because 
the American Union Life Insurance Com- 
pany, of which I was the Atlanta agent, 
offered me a much more desirable agency 
elsewhere, and I am now in that compa- 
ny’s employ in the city of New York. 

“Third, with reference to $25,000 of in- 
surance on the property of the Eden Park 
Cotton Mills Company, I wish to say that 
Colonel James was dissatisfied with the 
rate which had been put upon the prop- 
erty of his company by other insurance 
companies. He said to me that he would 
not pay such a rate, that it was exorbitant, 
and asked me if I would. not assist him in 
getting some cheaper insurance, I then 
recalled that a few days preceding I had 
received a circular from a certain con- 
cern calling themselves W. J. Blake & Co., 
of Chicago. I told Colonel James that I 
had received such a circular, and that in 
the circular the claim was made that they 
could furnish cheap insurance. I told him, 
however, that I could not handle the mat- 
ter, as Blake & Co. were not authorized 
to do business in Georgia. Colonel James, 
however, urged me to write to Blake & 
Co. and ask for references and rates, and 
added that he knew they were not author- 
ized to do business in Georgia, but if the 
rates were all satisfactory, he would take 
the risk. At his request I wrote to Blake 
& Co. They replied, sending their refer- 
ences and fixing a rate at something less 
than one-half the figure at which the prop- 
erty of the Eden mills had been rated. 
Colonel James then askéd me to write and 
offer them $1.25, which was a reduction on 
the rate they had proposed. He stated that 
if they would take his offer, he would 
take the risk of the insurance proving 
good, 

“Accordingly such a letter was written 
to Blake & Co. They answered accepting 
Colonel James’s proposition, amounting to 
$312.50, 

“Colonel James then asked me to write 
them again and ask for ninety days’ time 
for payment of the premium. Such letter 
was written by Mr. Price (then my partner) 
to Blake & Co., and they answered declin- 
ing to give the time. Colonel James then 
urged that my firm should take his com- 
pany’s note for the premium, and should 
send it to Blake & Co., stating that was 
the best he could do and for us to make 
them accept it; adding ‘if they will not, I 
will have to see what we can do.’ I took the 
note. As I accepted about this time the 
offer from the American Life Insurance 
Company, referred to in the opening part 
of my letter, the firm of Price & Biedler 
was dissolved, and the business was all 
turned over to Mr. Price. I understood 
that Mr. Price, instead of sending the note 
to Blake & Co., took the note himself and 
discounted it, and forwarded the money 
to Blake & Co. If any commission was al- 
lowed by Blake & Co. I never received any 
part of it. 

‘When the note fell due, as Mr. Price 
has written me, it was not paid, default 
being ma’e upon it; and if Mr.: Price's 
statements in his letter to me are correct, 
as I presume they are, the note never was 
paid until after the mills were burned, 

“I known nothing of Blake & Co. or the 
insurance companies which they claim to 
represent and I never pretended to any 
one that I did know. I should never have 
had any correspondence with them at all 
had not Colonel James urgently gequested 
that should hunt him up somewhere 
cheap¥ insurance. I told him everything 
that I knew about Blake & Co., and how 
little that was, and showed him all the 
correspondence I had with them. As al- 
ready stated, no money which came out 
of this affair ever came in any way, direct- 
ly or indirectly, into my pocket.

If Mr. Price has refunded 
it, as he doubtiess has from the statements 
I see in your columns, he has refunded 
what he himself received. If he has lost 
by so doing, his loss is measured by the 
portion of the premium he remitted to 
Blake & Co. He has lost nothing by me, 

‘In conclusion, I have already given’ you 
my address. I am prepared now, and at 
any other time, to answer for anything 
and everything that I have done. If I 
have violated any law of Georgia in any- 
thing I have done, such violation was 
thoughtless on my part and was committed 
by oblige Colonel James. As already 
it profited me notRing. I regret 
that I yielded to the importunity of Colonel 
James, and at his request put myself in 
correspondence with people of whom I 
knew nothing, and of whom he knew Y 
knew nothing. 

“IT regret having to trespass so largely 
on your columns, and would not have done 
so had not my own connection with this 
unfortunate affair been so inaccurately 
described by other persons in your col- 
umns.

| GASOLINE MAY BE USED STILL. 


Ordinance Committee Declines To Re- 
port Favorably on an Ordinance 
Prohibiting Its Use. 


Gasoline will not be discriminated against 
by the council. An ordinance prohibiting 
its use in the fire limits has been reported 
adversely by the ordinance committee. The 
committee decided that gasoline is a good 
thing in its way, being very infportant to 
plumbers, gas-fitters, water-pipe menders, 
tinners and various other professional and 
laboring men. True, gasoline stoves some- 
times explode, but an occasional outburst 
is no reason why the oil should be dis- 
criminated against, says the committee. 

Sometime ago an ordinance wasy intro- 
duced in the council seeking to put an end 
to the use of gasoline in any form within 
the city fire limtis. The ordinance was 
referred to a committee and those who 
use gasoline in their business have since 
been heard from, Strong argumrents were 
brought to bear on the members of the 
committee by the advocates and friends 
of gasoline. They argued that it is not as 
bad as reputed, and the result was that 
Chairman Colvin’s ordinance conrmittee 
decided to report adversely on the matter. 

Want Bakers’ Bread Weighed. 

The same committee took up the ordin- 
ance seeking to regulate the weight of 
bakers’ bread. No action was taken. The 
committee will comnfunicate with other 
cities where the weight of bread is regu- 
lated. The bakers want a uniform weight 
for loaves. They say that some bakers 
have been making bread light weight, the 
size being the same as heavy weight, how- 
ever. People buy bread by fhe size and 
not by weight and the light weight bakers 
have been reaping a harvest over their 
competitors.

Governor Atkinson Was One of the 
Callers on Chairman Clay. . 

“One of the catchiest things in Bryan’s 
speech was his reference to the business 
men of this country,” said Chairman Clay 

yesterday. “I met @ workingman the 
other day who in commenting on the 
speech said that he had always been a re- 
publican but that Mr. Bryan had hit it 
on the head exactly when he declared that 
the man who digs in the mines and the 
man who follows the furrow is as much 
a business man as the one who gambles in 
stocks on the New York stock exchange. 
That workingman declared to me that he 
was going to vote the democratic ticket 
for the first time in his life.”

The governor be- 
lieves in thorough organization, and a can- 
vass that brings every democrat in the 
state within touch of the chairman. It can 
be done by subdividing the counties and 
getting zealous party men to undertake 
the work. In this way it is possible to 
canvass the whole state and get a report 
in two weeks. 


Secretary of State Candler called a few 
minutes after the governor. He discussed 
the situation and the prospects of the na- 
tional ticket. Colonel Candler has firm 
faith in the success of the national as well 
as of the state ticket. Some one asked 
what would be the result if there were 
three tickets and no one of them received 
a majority of the electoral college votes. 

‘‘In that event the house will have to de- 
cide,’ the secretary answered. ‘‘Each state 
will have only one vote. And a majority 
of the states are for silver, though some 
of them are republican.’’

President Andrews, of Brown universi- 
ty, was a delegate to the Brussels mone- 
tary conference, and has heretofore fa- 
vored waiting for “international bimetal- 
lism.’’ He now favors American bimetal- 
lism, and in reply to a recent letter from 
S. W. Nickerson, of Boston, wrote: 

“After adverting to Cernuschl’s latest 
position touching the policy of the United 
States in freely coining silver at 16 to l 
without waiting for an international agree- 
ment, you ask what, if any, objections I 
would urge against their policy. I reply 
that I would urge none. The vast new out- 
put of gold in recent years as compared 
with that of silver impresses me that free 
coinage by the United States alone would 
not lead to the displacement of our gold; 
that, therefore, free cOinage would be 
safe. If it ig safe it is certainly desire- 
able, Of course no one can be absolutely 
certain that we could proceed with silver 
free coinage and yet retain our gold. I, 
therefore, do not dogmatize, but leave that 
to the gold men. To my mind, however, the 
overwhelming probability is that gold 
would stay with us. I have noticed of late 
no serious arguments to show that it 


would not. Cordially,

WILL QUST PARKEY| 


Record of Special Pension Examiner 


Attacked. 
CHARGE A VERY SERIOUS ONE 


Colonel H. H. Walker, of Bellton, Has 
Been Exonerated and Reinstated’ 
in Pension Practice. 


A formal demand has been made upon 
the secretary of the interior for the re- 
moval of A. B. Parkey, a special examiner 
of the pensions department, well known in 
this district. It is charged that he is gen- 
erally unfitted for the position, and that he 
made false and maliicious charges against 
Colonel H. H. Walker, of Bellton/ 

The charge against Parkey was the re- 
sult of the recent prosecution of Colonel 
Walker in the federal court on a charge of 
exacting excessive fees in securing pen- 
Sions. Walker is one of the best known 
pension attorneys in his section, and when 
the arrest was made it caused the creazest 
excitement. During the last week of the 
United States court he was placed on trial. 
Parkey gave testimony and claimed that 
the attorney had charged exorbitant fees. 
He pressed the charge, but counter evi- 
dence was brought in, and Walker was 
promptly acquitted. In the meantime, the 
suspension of Walker as a pension attorney 
had been ordered. For several months he 
was barred from the practice, as a conse- 
quence of the charges brought against him 
by the examiner. 

When the evidence was all in, the jury 
returned a verdict fully acquitting the law- 
yer, and the facts of the case showed that 
his prosecution was prompted by malicious 
motives on the part of Parkey. The jury 
wished to return a verdict to this effect, 
but was prevented from doing so on the 
charge of Judge Newman, who stated that 
such a verdict would be illegal in the 
federal court. 

All these facts have been brought to the 
attention of the interior department. As a 
result Colonel Walker has been reinstated 
and fully exonerated. He will be allowed 
to continue his practice as a pension at- 
torney. 

But the case has not stopped. Mr. B. H. 
Hill and Congregsman Carter Tate, attor- 
neys for Walker, have brought out serious 
charges against the examiner. It is charged 
that he represented to the department that 
money which Walker had advanced for the 
use and benefit of the pensioner was for 
services as an attorney. It is stated alsa 
that he had other personal motives influ- 
encing the prosecution. These charges 
against him will be pressed with vigor, and 
his removal will be asked for at once. The 
interior department will order an investi- 
gation in a few days, and Parkey will 
fight the charges to the end.

In addition to these, there are a 
large number teachers who expect to 
apply for positions in the schools next 
year. There will be quite a number of va- 
cancies to be filled next year and all who 
are likely to apply should attend the insti- 
tute by all means.”’ 

Under the state school law the institutes 
are open to all who care to attend. On 
Saturday the annual examination of appli- 
cants for teachers’ licenses will occur, Com- 
missioner Guinn has announced that this 
will be the last examination for one year. 

“It is very important for all teachers, 
both white and colored,’’ said Commissioner 
Guinn, “who expect to teach schools next 
year to take this examination Saturday. 
All of those who intend to apply for posi- 
tions in this county should undergo this 
examination, as the board of education 
will require all teachers employed in the 
county to be examined by me. Ample ac- 
commodation for all those desiring to take 
the examination has been provided.”’ 

The examination for white teachers will 
take place in the Boys’ High school build- 
ing. The colored teachers will be examined 
at Morris Brown college, on the Boule- 
vard. The examination begins at 8 o'clock 
next Saturday and the applicants wiil be 
required to complete their papers’ that 
day. 

“The young ladies who desire to apply 
for scholarships in the Girls’ Normal and 
Industrial school at Milledgeville,”’ said 
Commissioner Guinn,*‘should file their appli- 
cations with me at once. I will furnish all 
the mecessary information relating to ex- 
aminations and expenses.”’ 

Commissioner Guinn is just back from the 
convention of the Georgia Teachers’ <As- 
sociation now in session at Cumberland, 
and he stated yesterday that the sessions 
were largely attended and unusual interest 
and enthusiasm had been manifested by 
the teachers. The convention will be in

Chairman Miller Seeking Information 
for Electric Railroad Committee. 
Captain John A Miller, chairman cf the 
electric railroad committee of council, is in 
communication with the authorities of a 
number of northern cities where fenders 
on street cars are in use. The committee 
is making an investigation of the subject, 
and will make a report to the council when 

the desired information is secured. 

At the last meeting of the council an or- 
dinance was introduced requiring street 
car companies to equip their cars with 
fenders, and the ordinance was referred to 
Mr. Miller’s committee. The chairman ad- 
dressed a number of letters to other cities, 
and when replies are received the matter 
will be laid before the committee. Just 
what will be done in the matter is not 
known at this time. 

Mr. Miller stated last night that his com- 
mittee would not be able to make a report 
on the matter at the next meeting of the 
council. The ordinance makes it a violation 
of the law to operate street cars without 
fenders, and provides that all companies 
and employes who run. carg not. so 
equipped shall be arraigned before -the 
recorder and fined not more than $100 or 
sent to the stockade not more than thirty 
days,
